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....  Under  Director  Binns,  who  was  familiar- 
ly called  "Daddy,"  the  student  came  as  a  neo- 
phyte. Before  the  year  was  out,  he  knew  that 
ceramics  meant  more  than  teacups  and  bricks 
and  that  he  was  being  taught  by  the  outstanding 
educators  in  the  field.  Indu.stry  wanted  men  to 
direct  production  and  to  answer  problems  of 
manufacture. 

By  1930,  Daddy  Binns  and  President  Davis, 
finding  they  had  a  student  body  of  188,  request- 
ed $175,000  from  the  legislature.  Enforced  by 
the  advice  of  alumni,  Dr.  Davis  again  urged  the 
unusual— a  department  of  glass  technology.  A 
new  building  erected  with  this  appropriation 
was  named  Merrill  Hall  in  1949.  .  .  .

The  next  year,  the 
silver-haired  Binns  retired 
after  having  seen  the  clay- 
working  school  evolve  into 
the  only  College  of  Ceramics. 
Succeeding  Director  Binns 
was  Dr.  Major  E.  Holmes,  a 
scientist  whose  arrival  on 
campus  was  fateful,  for  the 
ceramic  industry  was  placing 
increasing  emphasis  upon 
science.

Football 


The  Alfred  University  Football  team  com- 
pleted a  rather  erratic  but  fairly  successful 
949  season,  losing  a  14-6  contest  to  Hobart 
C:ollege  on  No\-.  12.  This  game  was  the  climax 
of  a  not  too  healthy  season  for  the  Purple  and 
Gold,  as  they  completed  the  game  with  hardlv 
a  first  team  man  in  the  line-up,  and  very  few- 
second-string  men.  Injury-ridden,  Coach  Alex 
Vune\ich's  charges  and  Coach  Jay  McWil- 
liams  linemen  were  highly  praised  throughout 
the  season,  despite  their  four  losses,  because  it 
was  e\ident  that  Alfred's  defeats  were  because 
of  their  injuries  rather  than  their  physical  in- 
abilties  ^v■hen  they  were  in  condition.  The 
Homecoming  game  with  the  University  of 
Buffalo  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  season, 
as  the  out-manned  Saxons  played  spirited  ball 


throughout,  only  to  fall  to  the  superior  num- 
bers of  the  Buffalo  squad,  which  used  two  dif- 
ferent teams  on  the  offense  and  defense.  Prob- 
ably the  most  exciting  and  satisfying  game  of 
the  season  was  seen  by  the  fewest  people.  It 
was  the  Brooklyn  College  clash  which  was 
played  on  a  field  of  snow  in  extremely  cold 
temperatures  during  the  first  week  end  of  Al- 
fred's now  renowned  water  shortage  At  half- 
time,  it  didn't  look  as  if  the  Saxons  had  a 
chance  of  ever  coming  back,  and  many  people 
were  reminded  of  the  disastrous  defeat  at  the 
hands  of  Brooklyn  in  the  Fall  of  '48.  However, 
the  Saxons  came  out  for  the  second  half  look- 
ing like  a  new  squad  and  managed  to  over- 
come their  deficit  and  win  by  a  20-19  score.

The  Alfred  Uni\ersity  Rasketeers  completed  one  of 
the  most  up-and-down  seasons  in  Alfred's  Basketball 
history,  dating  back  to  1904.  The  Saxon  team,  led  by 
Dick  McNamara,  Bucky  O'Donnell,  and  John  Adams 
started  out  losing  their  first  three  games,  then  they  won 
three  before  going  on  to  lose  fi\e  in  a  row.  Then  Coach 
James  McWlliams'  boys  came  to  life,  winning  the  next 
five  straight  games  before  losing  their  final  to  Buffalo 
State  Teachers  College,  to  complete  the  season  with  an 
eight-nine  record.  The  highlight  of  the  season  was  when 
the  Saxons  outplayed  and  totally  upset  Ithaca  College, 
one  of  the  best  teams  in  the  East.  They  were  behind  in 
this  contest  through  the  third  period,  and  then  com- 
pletely foxed  the  Ithaca  men  into  a  defeat.  63-58.  The 
first  fjame  with  the  University  of  Rochester  was  the 
other  high  spot  of  the  season,  when  they  held  the  power- 


ful and  tricky  Rochester  men  to  43  points,  while  they 
gathered  together  48  points  to  win  the  game.  Dick  Mc- 
Namara. playing  his  last  season  for  the  Saxons,  was  easi- 
ly the  outstanding  star  of  the  season,  shooting  well  with 
cither  hand  and  playing  superb  court  ball.  Bucky 
O'Donnell,  Alfred's  old  reliable,  played  his  usual  steady 
game.  Don  Garrison  and  Bill  LeFeber  also  were  impor- 
tant in  the  Purple  and  Gold  set-up  during  the  1949-50 
season.  Steve  Saunders,  an  Alfred  letter  man  from  past 
seasons,  was  quite  valuable  to  Coach  McWilliams,  de- 
spite the  fact  that  he  wasn't  in  uniform  until  the  latter 
part  of  the  season.  The  Basketball  letter  men  are  John 
Adams,  Einard  Erickson,  Donald  Garrison,  William 
LeFeber,  Richard  McNamara,  John  O'Donnell,  and 
Stephen  Saunders.
